22. Working of the Committees,—The accompanying abstract statement (B.) shows the 
attendance in meetings of the members in the District and Branch Committees. It will 
be observed that no meetings were “held by the Branch Committees in Patna, Mozuffer- 
pore, Durbhunga, and Sarun, aud that those in Gya, Shahabad, and Chumparun seldom met, 
The reason is simply this, that as the Branch Committees have no funds at their disposal, 
their meetings are unnecessary, if not perfectly useless. All that they can do is to make 
some suggestions regarding the roads, &c., in the sub-divisions, which the District Com- 
mittees are at liberty to accept or reject. Iam decidedly of opinion that Branch 
Committees cannot serve any useful purpose, nor can the members take any réal interest 
in their work, unless a fair proportion of the District Road Fund is placed at their disposal 
for expenditure under Section 78 of Act X. (B.C.) of 1871, and I would therefore recom- 
mend the general adoption of such a course.

24. These figures are scarcely satisfactory: Thcy indicate that little interest is taken 
by the native members,—a fact which is much to be regretted. I quote below an extract 
from the report of the Collector of Gya regarding a native member, named Dilla Mahaton, who 
represents the cultivation class in the district. Mr. Testro writes thus: “ Dilla Mahaton, one 
of the representatives of the ryots, attended three meetings of the Committee, but no amount 
of persuasion was found sufficient on any of those occasions to induce him to take a chair 
or assist in any way in the Committee’s deliberation. ‘No taxation without represen- 
tation’ may be a very excellent principle in some societies; but I think I convey the 
sentiments of the Committee when I say that the expression given to the principle 
when Dilla Mahaton was appointed a member of the Gya Road Cess Committee is not without 
an element of burlesque. Dilla Mahaton did, however, on one occasion materially assist in the 





_ administration of the district by forming one of a bare quorum,” 


25. It is certainly a matter of regret that out of 23 members in the Gya Committee so 
many as 12 members never attended any meetings, and that in Shahabad, out of nine 
meetings called, no quorum could be formed in four of them. The planters, as a rule, have, 
however, generally been of great assistance to the Chairman, not only in the deliberations in 
Committees, but also in the supervision of works, The Collector of Sarun complains that 
those planters who reside at a distance from the Sudder Station are remiss in their attend- 


ance, In Patna, the Chairman believes the Committee does not contain a sufficient number 
of zemindars, who reside on their estates and use the roads in the interior. Measures are in

The unexpended balance, including that of last year, could not be used this ear on the 
works which the Committee proposed to execute in connection with the bridges on the 
Nattore road, as sanction to the scheme has not yet been obtained, the plans and estimates 
haying been returned for further information. 

6. The only complaints against the working of the Road Cess Act which have come to 
notice are—firstly, the almost universal outcry against the cess on houses. At its best it could 
not be expected to be worth realizing, though it is probable that some have escaped taxation 
who should have been assessed. 1 have all along pointed out the extreme unpopularity of 
this part of the Road Cess Act, and I am very glad to see that it is to be abandoned. 
Secondly, the complaints from the sharers in joint undivided estates where the shares are not 
defined, when they bave to pay for defaulting sharcholders. Sometimes it is unpossible for us 
to ascertain what each shareholder should pay, and sometimes the sharers cannot all be found ; 
and no doubt it is hard on the few we do find that they should be made to pay more than 
their shares. This, it is expected, will be remedied to a great extent when the new registers 
under Act VII. of 1876 have been completed. 

7. The expenditure on village roads amounted to Rs, 2,994-6-3. This was expended 
through non-official euch The zemindars of the Nattore Sub-Division cheerfully under- 
took the supervision of repairs to village roads in different parts of that sub-division. There 
is no doubt that a great deal of good can be done by the timely repair of these village ; 
and Baboo Mohendra Nath Bose, the Vice-Chairman, remarks with truth that “ there 
apne? to be a growing desire on the part of landholders to co-operate with the Committee 
in, way. ”

Abstract of particulars regarding Meetings of the Rungpore District Committee for the cess 
aac 1876-77. 
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8. Opening conditions of the season 1876-77.—The year commenced on the Ist October, 
and during that month and the first five days of November the expenditure of works was in 
the hands of Publie Works Department. Mr. Robinson, our present Engincer, took charge of 
his office on the Gth of November. Most of the estimates were prepared by the Executive 
Engineer of the Dinagepore Division, Public Works Department, and on the arrival of the 
Disttict Engineer work was undertaken accordingly. At the commencement of the working 
season the subordinate establishment consisted of “but one ov ersecr and four sub-overseers to 
start with, so that operations were seriously impeded, until two more upper subordinates had 
been engaged and had joined their appointments, Both arrived at last only towards the 
end of the working scason. The district is very extensive, with a great number of roads 

requiring heavy repairs, espec ially in the matter of bridging, some of” them having been left 
in an incomplete state since the famine. For the execution of all works we are entirely 
‘dependent on imported labor, which is, moreover, only available during the cold weather. 
The commencement of the season found the Committee without any but the scantiest supply 
of material& and destitute of tools. Under the circumstances, as much work as might pics 
been desired could not be done during the last working season ; but, as now an adequate. sub- 
ordinate establishment has been entertained, and other necessary arrangements made, it is 
hoped that the present season will show much better results. 

9. Organization —The engincering establishment stood at the end of 1877-78 as 
below :-—

This establishment has not, however, been found strong enough in the overseer and 
sub-overseer grades to meet the demand far intelligent supervision that is made by the 
number of roads thickly intersecting the district. ‘The construction of good pucca bridges all 
over the district is the first desidcratum, und is one of pressing importance ; shut work of this 
character could only be undertaken under intelligent supervision. The Committee, have 
therefore determined to increase their staff in 1877-78 by one more overseer and five more 
ee having particular regard to the immediate improvement of the route to Assam,

he district has been divided into three sub-divisional charges, each under an overseer 
with head-quarters at Gychanda, Kishoregunge, and Kurigram, respectively, besides a small 
sub-division at Rungpore itself.

Road No. 10, Bhowanigunge (Kaligunge) to Kristopore vid Gaibanda and Peergunge, 
86 miles.—This road has no ullotment, nor was the establishment sufficient to execute the 
necessary repairs, It requires remodelling rather than ordinary repairs, and” a number of 
new bridges also will have to be built. The most important portion (between Peergunge and 
Gaibanda) is reported to have opened during the rains. 

Second class roads —The only one of these which received particular attention was 
No. 23, connecting Govindgunge with the Sub-Division of Gaibanda (18 miles), on which the 
usual repairs to road surface and bamboo bridges were executed. Upon the other second 
class roads no more was possible, according to the District Engineer, than to restore and repair 
bridges here and there during the ruiny season as occasion pressingly demanded. 

Establishment.—There was no overseer in this sub-division till April 1877, and by far 
the greater part of the work executed in this large sub-division was in charge of two sub- 
overseers who have had no regular training. This accounts why more was not done. 

Il. Kisnorecunce Sun-Division.—Road No. 1, Rungpore to Dinagepore_ border, 
21 miles. —Surface repairs executed all over the road ; three miles near Kholahati widened to 
16 feet. Total earthwork executed amounted to 44 lakhs of cubic fect. Bridges were repaired 
and maintained ; one was renewed. ‘otal expenditure came to Rs. 2,096. 

Road No. 14, Buddergunge to Kutubpore, 10 miles.—Surtace repairs were executed 
throughout, and the bridges were repaired and maintained, 

oad No. 2, Ringpore to Julpigoree border, 54 miles—This is an important. road as 
connecting Rungpore with Julpigoree, and being, so to speak, the main artery of communi- 
cation in the north-west portion of the district, with which the system of second class roads 
is connected. It was found at the commencement of last working season to require extensive 
repairs and improvements, being for a great portion of its length of insufficient width, and 
having lost many timber bridges by total decay. The repairs were prosecuted with vigour. 
Besides the ordinary surface repair, much needed throughout, 12 miles were widened to 16 feet 
and 10 straightened by re-alignment. The total of earthwork executed was 18 lakhs of cubic 
feet ; 21 timber bridges were substantially repaired ; new timber bridges, seven in number, 
aggregating 190 feet waterway, were constructed, one of these requiring 80 feet of waterway. 
Total expenditure incurred Rs. 8,946. There is still room for considerable improvements in 
widening and straightening this road. Three new inspection bungalows have been put up, and 
one was repuired. 

Road No. 9, Chilkakhal to Durwanee, 30 miles.—Surface repairs were executed over 
26 miles; 33 bridges were repaired and maintained. 

Road No. 8, Rungpore to Chilkakhal, 14 miles—Has been maintained as regards road 
surface and timber bridges, some of which latter required, and have received, thorough repair. 
Expenditure amounted to Rs. 600. ‘The inspection bungalow at Chilkakhal was also repaired. 

Road No. 4, Rungpore towards Cooch Behar, 28 miles.—The ordinary surface repairs 
have been executed ; three miles of road have been widened to 16 fect, raised, and straightened. 
Total earthwork, four lakhs of cubic fect. Some timber bridges have been repaired, and 
five new ones built in place of others decayed. Expenditure Rs. 3,221. 

’ Second class roads.—Of these the following were operated upon :— 

No. 81, Kourgunge and Buddergunge to Syedpore.—Kighteen miles of new road - were 
opened out on an old track, and five new temporary bridges were constructed. 

No. 30, Nesbitgunge to Gopalpore, five miles.—Surface repairs were undertaken, some 
bridges were repaired, aud five new temporary ones were constructed. 

_ « Establishment.—The overseer in charge of this sub-divisiou, Baboo Mohendra Chundra 
Gupto, having been the only upper subordinate in the district till September 1876, his 
” services were of necessity used so generally for a while that his special charge did not obtain 
the sole benefit of his attention till late in the working season. Since then he has had but 
one sub-oyerseer over an extensive charge. What work has been undertaken has on the 
whole been done creditably. 

IM. Kurieram Sun-Diviston.—Road No. 5, Bugwah road, 33 miles.—The allotment 
‘fully utilized in renewing seven timber and two bamboo bridges and repairing the rest. A 
sum we been usefully spent had it been possible to organise the sub-division 
Rungpore to Kurigram, 80 miles.—A great deal of work and anent 
executed. The road was widened and raised for 18 miles, oue mile 
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had several unbridged breaches at the commencement of the cold weather, was opened 
throughout with 30 new timber-bamboo bridges. The timber bridges were repaired, 
Unfortunately there was no*stock of available timber suitable for the construction of good 
bridges, and the overseer in charge of the sub-division arrived too late to be Able to under- 
take more than has actually been done. An estimate, however, under the head of “ Original 
works” for 10 timber-iron bridges of a superior type to the amount of Rs. 6,654 was prep 
and submitted, most of the ironwork for which has been already reccived, and the timber 
is about to be delivered, Total expenditure on repairs amounted to Rs. 6,338. 

Road No. 12, Kuriyram to Nageshiwarce, 12 miies—of which 7} miles are on the 
Dhoobree or southern emigration route. This road has been re-aligned, raised, widened to 
16 feet (except the last 14 miles) to the exteut of 14 lakhs of cubic feet of earthwork. In 
fact, itis a new road, Thirteen new timber-bamboo bridges have been constructed at an 
expenditure of Rs, 5,185. 

Koad from Kamarpara to Paglapat ghit. A} miles. —This is a portion of the Dhoobree 
or southern emigration route, and is a new road leaving No. 12 (just reported on) 74 miles 
from Kurigram to reach Dhoobree on the Brahmaputra by a more direct route than the 
old track. This year the road has been made tnd opened for traftic to the extent of 44 
miles, as far as Paglapat ghit on the Doodkoomar river. The embankment is 12 feet wide 
on the top, but will be widened this season to16 feet. Eleven and a half lakhs of cubie feet 
of earthwork were executed and six temporary bridges erected. ‘Total expenditure Rs. 3,165, 
This work was commenecd only in March, as before then there was no supervision available, 

* Second class roads.—Operations in this sub-division were necessarily commenced very late, 
hence but little could be undertaken under this head. As minor works had to be sacrificed 
to the greater importance of the Rungpore-Dhoobree road, some temporary bridges were 
repaired and carthwork executed on the road from Borobari to Kulaghat. 

Establishment.—The overseer in charge of this sub-division, Baboo Shoshe Bhusun 
Chatterjea, joined his post only on the 29th January. Unfortunately, owing to his late 
arrival and the importance of extending the road towards Dhoobrce, little could be done 
as regards minor roads; he is entitled to credit in regard to what he has done on the southern 
emigration roa. 

11. Geyenat Remargs.—Drawings in detail and estimates for all permanent bridges 
proposed for construction in 1877-78 hate been prepared and submitted by the District 
Engineer up to the estimated cost of Rs. 27,400, The design for a bridge over the Alikori 
river, to utilize the special gift of Rs. 20,000 made by Baboo Nobin Chunder Roy of Baman- 
danga, is an exception to this. The necessary preliminary operation of trial borings, surveys, 
&e., have deferred the preparation of this estimate to 1877-78. It will be necessary, under 
recently received Government instructions, to prepare and submit farther estimates for works 
on the Rungpore-Dhoobree road. ‘Tools and plant to the value of Rs. 6,503 have been 
obtained, and stock laid up to the value of Rs. 13,882, chiefly in timber and coal materials, 
which are not to be readily obtained here. 

12. Villaye Roads —A sum of Rs. 5,000, or Rs. 250 for each.thana, was allotted to 
village roads. Of this amount, only Rs, 500 was expended on the repairs of two roads 
within the Sub-Division of Gaibanda, the work being done by Sub-Divisional Officer through 
contractors, The past working scason was allowed to pass over before anything of importance 
could be done to the village roads ; after that, though some excrtions were made, nothing was 
done. With the arrangements now made the present season will, I am certain, show much 
better results in regard to this important question, 

13. In regard to public opinion on the subject of roads cess, it appears that in 
time, when all the roads have been properly repaired, and communication generally extended 
and improved throughout the district, people generally will be of opinion that a very 
great improvement has been effected in comparison to the old state of affairs formerly 
prevailing in the district, when all communication in certain places was almost impossible 
during the rains, and, that the road cess will become a popular institution, 

14. Ihave up to the present inspected ouly a limited number of roads, most of these 
in the Kurigram Sub-Division ; and, so far as I have scen from personal experience, I cannot . 
say that I consider the district roads to be in a really satisfactory state, as, for reasons 
mentioned in my report, nothing has at all apparently been done to a very large number of 
second class roads. It is hoped and expected that the present working season will show 
much better results in the matter of repairs and bridging on second class roads. 

15, I send in a seperate cover for easy reference a map of the district roads. .

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however, were called on‘at least ten days’ previous notice, and the business to be transacted 
was always notified and circulated to the members. Members at or near the Sudder Statio 
generally attended the meetings, but those residing in the Mofussil rarely do so unless any of 
them happen to be at head-quarters at the time of meeting. The non-official members who 
did not attend any meeting were therefore mostly Mofussil residents. 

6. The Committee discharged its duties very satisfactorily, and those of the members 
who attended the meeting generally took a lively interest in all the proceedings taken. 

7. The proceedings of the meetings were all duly recorded in a book kept for the 


8. The District Road Fund and the District Engincer’s Offices were inspected by 
Mr. Wilson, Assistant Examiner of Public Works Accounts, in August last, and he was well 
satisfied with the manner in which the accounts were kept. The one or two points noticed 
by him have been duly attended to. 

9. The year opened with a balance of Rs. 165-10-10. The total collections under thie 

Act at full rates, minus the amount of cess remitted to other districts and the 5 per cent. 
commission in some cases allowed to panchyets for collection of house cess, was Rs. 45,740-1, 
falling short of the estimate by Rs. 4,263-15, being the amount which remained unrealized. 
The receipts under other heads was Rs. 551-15-0. Thus the total amount for expenditure at 
the disposal of the Committee was Ks, 46,457-10-10, Of this amount, Rs. 5,027 was spent on 
original works and Rs. 8,632-1-3 on repairs. The total amount therefore expended during 
the year on road works was Rs. 13,659-1-3. 

The amount spent for establishment and tools, &c., was Rs. 9,442-0-5, leaving a balance 

of Rs, 23,356-9-2 at the close of the year. 

10. The work done during the year was indeed small, and cannot be said to be satis- 

factory. It was owing to the appointment of the District Engineer at the latter end of 

_ December, after’which the best part of the working scason passed away in the preparation of 

the several detailed estimates which the Distriet Engineer after personal inspection of the roads 
had to get ready. Early rains also interfered much with the progress of the works. The 
District Engineer did all he could under the circumstances, and I feel confident that the 
present year’s result will be as satisfactory as can be desired. 

Jl. The following are the works executed during the year :— 

(a.)—Extension of metalling of Dogachia road. This is a most important road in this 
district, leading as it does from the town to the Pudma for carriage of mer- 
chandise from the town to the river, and vice versd. This road is about 44 miles 

. in length, of which 2 miles were metalled before and 1 mile was estimated for 
. this year, but on account of the early rains sufficient metal could not be burnt, 
and therefore three-fourths of a mile only of the road has been completed this 

year. 

(6,)—Construction of two metalled causeways, one on the Bhawanipur road and the 

other on the Rajshahye road. On each of these roads there was near the town 
a big gap, to bridge up which all efforts in previous years totally failed, the 
force of the current during floods being very strong. The causeways have 
been constructed at a cost of Rs. 1,143 They afford over 300 running feet of 
waterway in each, and it is hoped they will stand the current. Their construc- 
tion was not provided for in the budget-estimates when they were originally 
submitted to you, but the opening of the river Atrie having been abandoned as 
impracticable, the allotment under that head was transferred, with your per- 
mission, to the construction of the causeways. 

(c.) —Reconstruction of two masonry culverts on the Rajshahye road of 5 feet span each, 

in place of two which were totally carried away. 

(d.)—Construction of six timber bridges, four on the Chatmohur road and two on the 

Chadaikona road built over open gaps, timber bridges have been preferred on

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15. I must not omit to state that the collections under the Rond Ces Act was com- 

menced for the first time during the year under review, so that much time was lost ib 
arranging the necessary preliminaries before commencing the works, and we are therefore 
unable to do a sufficient amount of work to convince the people of the whole district of the 
good effects of the working of the Act. The upper classes of have already learnt 
to appreciate it, as appears evident from the inquiries they make about the works, and the 
applications made by them for the execution of works of public utility. 
* 16. Most of the lower classes of the people have not yet understood the intentions of 
Government in the levying of the road cess, but I have no doubt that they will soon be able 
to realize the benefits resulting from the payment of the cess, when a cient amount of 
work teuding to increase their comfort and convenience has been executed. 

17. 1 joined the district in May last, and had therefore no opportunity of personally 
inspecting all the roads. 

18. One engineer and one sub-overseer only were provided*for under “ Engineering 
establishment” in the budget-estimate, but they being found insufficient for the p r super- 
vision and management of works, an additional sub-overseer was appointed in March with 
your sanction. 

19. The District Engineer is a passed Assistant Engineer, and, as far as I can judge, is 
well fitted for the work of the district. He was appointed after the working season well 
commenced, and when all the preliminaries of the several works had still to be undertaken, 
and was consequently unable to show as good a return of works as I am sure he is capable 
of doing. 

20, Sub-Overseer, Prassanna Chunder Rai, has passed no examinations, but he was in 
the Execative Engineer’s Department for some time, and bas had much practical experience 
for many years in this and other districts. : 

21. Sub-overseer, Rajendranath Neogy, is a passed Sub-Engineer, and is reported by 
the Engineer to be an efficient officer. : ° 

22. The Accountant of the Committee’s office has given me every satisfaction. He is 
a passed Accountant, aud he thoroughly mastered and correctly keeps the accounts of his 
office. Mr. Wilson, Assistant Examiner of Public Works Accounts, after inspecting the 
oflice, spoke highly of this officer. :

The whole road, with the exception of the three miles from 
Julpigoree to Baskali, is under the Public Works Department ; but I am at a loss to under- 
stand why the Road Cess Fund of Julpigoree was burdened with this small remnant of a road—a 
‘sum of t Rs, 240 last vear and nearly Rs. 500 the year before nad to be spent on these 
three miles. It ought properly to have devolved upon the Public Works Department. 

21. During a great portion of the year under report, the Road Cess Committee labored 
under the disadvantage of having no Vice-Chairman ; but Baboo Banee Madhub Dutt having 
consented to occupy that post, he was appointed from 14th August 1877, and during the 
short time that he has ected in this capacity he has been of much assistance to us.
